Orders have been received at Sheerness from

invented Brennan torpedoes, which are in course 
of manufacture for coast defence. Five or six of 
these weapons are now ‘ready for testing, and, 
as soon as the experimental trials with them are 
concluded, they will be issued for forts on the 
coast.

Owing to the heavy north-east gale, accompanied 
by a high sea which prevailed, the Sultan was 
forced off the rock where she was lying, and sank 
at a quarter before noon. Her upper works 
showed above the water.

The savage would say, *‘If there 
ain't enough wealth, why don’t you produce 
more?” The people we put in our workhouses 
were simply pcople that can’t find work. Yet we 
had lots of land that we weren’t using. He only 
wished that among the Hottentots there were 
societies to send us missionaries (Laughter). They 
should ask questions, and let the bench of bishops 
reply (Morelaughter). Thatwhich aman produced, 
what his labour brought into being, was his against 
all the world, his to enjoy, his to use as he pleased 
(Cheers), provided that in the use he should not 
do a wrong to another. That was the * sacred ”” 
right of property, and to violate that right was 
to steal. And it was theft, whether done by the 
individual or the nation. No law passed by 
nations or congresses could set aside the law of 
God (Cheers). He urged that if they allowed

pockets of the landowners they not only allowed 
them to pocket that which belonged to the com- 
munity, and ought to be employed for common 
purposes, but tempted men to withhold land 
from use in the hope of getting a higher value by 
reason of the increased growth of the com- 
munity. There was only one reason why men 
did not find abundant opportunities for employ- 
ment, and that was that

WOMAN AT THE BOTTOM OF THE 


SAMOA TROUBLE. 
Love seems to rule the roast even out in these 
distant islands of the Pacific Ocean :— 


A naval officer, talking of the Samoan affair the other 
day, told me that even in this trouble the shadow of a 
woman could possibly be seen. The deposed King Malie- 
toa Laupepe was blessed with a tall and graceful daughter. 
She was the beauty of the island aristocracy, and was 
specially admired by the young officers of the German 
men-of-war.

The capture and deport- 
ation of the King, her father, followed quickly, and as the 
boat which conveyed him from the shore to the ship 
reached the anchorage of the Adams, the German sailors 
rowed completely around the Yankee vessel with taunting 
cheers, in order to remind the Americans that the slight 
was avenged.

THE SAMOAN QUARREL. 


We all know that a Berlin Conference will in all 
probability bring this knotty dispute to a satis- 
factory close. It is, nevertheless, of high import to 
quote the opinion of this commonsense Admiralty 
authority. He opined, in the first place, that “it is 
most absurd, ludicrously absurd, to talk about a 
conflict between the two nations.” We quite think 
that. But the Admiralty authority admitted that, 
if a naval war should be! precipitated between the 
two Great Powers, Germany, having the stronger 
Navy, would probably “lick” the United States 
Navy, and succeed in blockading or in bombarding 
her ports. In time, the United States will have got 
together a stronger Navy than Germany; but at 
present the gallant English Admiral tho ght Ger- 
many would prove victorious in a merely maritime 
struggle. .
